Domingo. ' 

On the ooutrawy Gen. Heureaux, Presi- 
dent of that Repu lic, ever evidenced strong 
pro-Spanish procliv.ties, for which he was 
rewarded with a decoration by the Madrid 
Government. Moreover, he managed re- 
cently to have the Spanish Consuls at al! 
the ports of the Antilles authorized to act 
as Consular agents of the Dominican Re- 
yublic. That was a trick on the part of 
jeureaux to be sure that no expedition of 
the numerous exiles from Dominica might 
sail from a West Indian port under the 
guise pf being a Cuban expedition. This 
explained how the Spanish Consul at Cape 
Haytien dared to interfere with the steamer 
Fanita; he acted, not as Spanish, but as 
Dominican Consul. 

Mr. Jiminez is a wealthy merchant, who 
had ‘houses at Monte Cristo, Bani, Cape 
Haytien, Paris, Hamburg and New York. 
He came here very often and his children 
were brought up in American schools. Mr. 
Jiminez had been exiled for many years 
from Santa Domingo by Presidént Heu- 
reaux, who feared the influence exercised by 
the merchant, whose life had been devoted 
to the moral and material welfare of his 
countrymen, who had designated him as 
the successor of Hereaux in the presi- 
dency. Mr. Jiminez was a most active 
propagandist in Santo Domingo of Ameri- 
can ideas, products and Industries and his 
firm acted there as agents of the New York 
Life Ineurance Co. and the Massachusetts 
Life Asséciation and other American in- 
stitutions. He had not before the present 
outbreak taken an active part in the in- 
Surrections again:t President Heureaux, 
but he was known to be always in sym- 
pathy with all the attempts made by the 
Liberals to deliver their country from the 
dictatoria] administration of Heurenux. 

The latter, having compelled President 
ilini to resign his functions and annulled 
the liberal clauses in the Constitution of 
the republic, compelled the Legislature to 
proclaim that his Presidential terms should 
be of seven years’ duration instead of four.

The gardeners have worked faithfully and 
intelligently and St. Louis’ favorite beauty 
spot was never handsomer. There are only 
two Sundays in the year when the public 
can visit this veritable Eden, and to-mor- 
row is one of these days.

Grove avenue—and this will be the only 
place of ingress to-morrow—the landscape 
appears superb. There are beds of the 
choicest flowering plants, arranged in the 
most artistic manner, bunches of shrubbery 
here and choice floweriag trees there. in 
the center of the garden are the aquatic 
plants and beyond are more flowers and 
shrubs. Still beyond is the arborium, form- 
ing a glorious background. The beauty 
does not weary the'eye. It is restful-and 


pleasing. 

An effort was made by Head Gardener 
Gurney to produce a harmonious effect and 
he hag succeeded. The lawns at Shaw's 
Garden have ever been noted. This season 
they have surpassed themselves. The turf 
‘ie as thick as a carpet and it has been cut 
until it would be difficult to find one spear 
standing above its neighbor. 

One of the most interesting exhibita may 
be seen just north of the entrance.

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TROOPS ASSIGNED 
FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


Colorado and Pennsylvania Troops Are Ordered 


Aboard Ship Next Tuesday and May Be 
Joined by Regular Infantry. 


' 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—The Chronicle this morning says: After taps had been 
sounded at Camp Merritt last night, Major-General Otis isued an order directing the 
Ist Colorado and the 0th Pennsylvania volunteers to embark on trausports for the 
Philippines next Tuesdays The news reached the encampment about midnight and was 
received with manifestations of the greatest delight by the men chosen for the second 
Manila expedition. 4 

The Colorado regiment is 1008 strong and there are 640 men from the Keystone § ete, 
The order of Gen. Otis read simpty that the Colonels of the regiments should take 
their commands on board ship Tuesday, with 400 rounds of ammunition to each man 
and six monthe’ rations. More definite instructions will be published within a day or 
so. No statement was made of when the ship would leave the harbor. 

It is not expected, however, that the transports will sail before Thursday. It Is 
stated that the Zealandia will be ready by this evening, but the China and the Colon 
will not be in condition to receive the men for several days, and then stores will 
have to be taken on board. These ships are able to carry more troops than are in the 
regiments named, and there is a strong probability that the 23d Regiment of United 
States regulars will form a part of the expeditionary force. 

Both the Pennsylvania and Colorado regiments are excellently drilled and equipped 
organizations. Col, Hawkins of Pennsylvania and Col. Hale of Colorado are experi- 
enced soldiers. Hale graduated\at West Point with the highest honors ever known 
at that institution, and Hawkins is a veteran of the civil war. Both regiments are 
to be inspected to-day. 

Supplies for the Manila flotilla are being bought in immense quantities, and the 
stocks of some merchants here have been exhausted. Gen. Merritt is using every ef- 
fort to collect reliable information regarding the Philippines as a scene of military 
operations. Data of every kind 1s being collected and books and maps are purchased 
daily. A bureau of military information has been established at headquarters and 
placed in charge of Maj. J. F. Bell of the engineer corps.

TWO LESSONS IN BOMBARDMENT. 


I1—ALEXANDRIA. 

On July 11, 1882, a British fleet of eight battleships ‘and cruisers,. five 
gunboats and one dispatch boat bombarded the fortifications of Alexandria. 

The fleet was vastly inferior to the fleets of Sampson and Schley. The 
fortifications were equal if not superior to the fortifications of Havana. 

In a single day the fortifications were ruined, the guns were silenced, 
the gunners were killed by the hundred, wounded by the thousand. 

The British loss was six killed and 27 wounded, and not a ship was totally 


disabled. 
Il.—MEXICO. 

In 1847 Gen. Scott landed at Vera Cruz with about 10,000 men. He made 
a slow and painful march over the mountains, 300 miles, to the City of Mexico, 

He left garrisons and guards on the way, and so arrived with about 6000 
men. The city was strongly situated, strongly fortified and defended by an 
army in better condition than Blanco’s army is to-day. 

Gen. Scott stormed the city, captured it and occupied it, and held it for 
about nine months, until peace was arranged. . 

Not 100,000 men, but 6000 men! 

And the City of Mexico is not a seaport.

RULES REGARDING | 
- ENLISTMENT ABROAD. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—In answer to in- 
quiries from United States Ministers abr oad 
the State Department has secured from the 


Navy Department and published a stite- 
ment of the conditions governing naval en- 
listments. In brief, these are that during 
war no one can be recruited in a foreign 
country, that aliens who have declared (heir 
intention of becoming United States citi- 
zens and in exceptional cases those who 
have not, are enlisted provided they under- 
stand the English language. There is no 
fund for paying traveling expenses before 
enlistments are made. If aliens are enlisted 
they are cligible to any position for which 
they can qualify, but the customs and regu- 
lations of the service have been that only 
men of long and continued service receive 
the highest ratings, and not even a citizen 
of the United States residing abroad can 
enlist In time of war without coming te 
the United States unless neutrailty laws ere 
violated.

The 
young fellow proved to be an apt pupil and 
soon developed some good curves and con- 
siderable speed. He was very ambitious and 
yrracticed at every opportunity. The fol- 
lowing winter he invited Hugh Brown, then 
the Toronto Interna- 
tional league team, to apend the winter 
with him. Brown accepted the invitation. 
Adjoining the hotel was a large building 
used for amusement purposes in the summer 
and closed up in the winter to use for 
dances. Every day during the winter O'Neill 
itched to Brown, who gave the boy the 
enefit of his experience. 

The following spring O'Neill went to New 
York and signed with the old Metropoli- 
tans of the American Association, He was 
a success from the start, but they over- 
worked him, and his arm would not stand 
the strain. At the end of the season the 
Mets released him. He went back home 
and stayed all winter. During that time 
friends good naturedly guyed him. A few 
days prior to the opening of the following 
season one of O'Nelll’s acquaintances start- 
ed to YF him in the presence of a num- 
per of friends. In the “joshing’’ the fellow 
dubbed O'Neill a “has been.”” This stung 
O'Neill and he determined to show that it 
was not so. - 

A day or.two later he was missing from 
home. He told no one of his plans before 
leaving; even his father was ignorant of 
his whereabouts. The young fellow realized 
that his pitching days were over, but he 
was not daunted. e had i slight 
promise the season before of developing 
into a batter.

SUIT WHICH ONCE INVOLVED A 
MURDER TRIAL AND A 
JAIL CASE. 


PROPERTY STILL HELD 
BY MOELLER’S DAUGHTER. 


Heirs Claim the Deed’ Was Made to 
Mrs. Kessler That She Might Be- 
come Old Caspar’s Surety 
When He Was in Jail. 


After permitting the question to rest 
more than four years, a new suit was filed 
in the Circuit Court Saturday morning by 
the heirs of old Caspar Moeller to recover 
the property at 1617 South Second street, 
left by Moeller gehen he died in August, 
1891, 

The suit ig filled by Attorney Charles F. 
Ziebold and the plaintiffs are John EB. and 
George W. Moeller, sons of old Caspar 
Moeller, and Charles L. Kranz, a grandson. 
The defendants.are Mary Kessler, a daugh- 
ter, and Max Kessler, her husband. The 
defendants are in possession of the prop- 
erty and have been ever since before the 
old man's death. 

The filing of this suit adds a new chapter 
to an interesting story. One suit on the 
Same line was tried and decided in favor of 
the defendants in November, 1894. It was 
carried to the Supreme Court and the de- 
cision there affirmed. The sult then was to 
set aside the will of Moeller on the ground 
that his mind was unsound when he made 
a will in favor of his daughter, Margaret 
egner, to the exclusion of his other chil- 
dren. ce 

Though the plaintiffs were euccessful and 
the will was set aside by the courts, the 
Kesslers retained possession of the property 
by virtue of a deed executed by Moeller itn 
favor of his daughter, (Mrs. Kessler. 

The story of the two lawsu!ts involves 
incidentally, a murder for which a term in 
the penitentiary was the result, a pension 
raga of 16 years duration, and a jail sen- 
ence, 

Casper Moeller was 81 years old when he 
died in August, 1891. He had lived all hie 
life at 1617 South Second street. He reared 
a family of five children—John E.. George 
V., Elizabeth, Mary and Margaret, Eliza- 
beth married a man named Kranz who died 
after one son, Charles L., one of the plain- 
tiffs. was born. Then she married one Henry 
Ziegenfus, from whom she was divorced. 
Margaret had married Max Klin er. Klin- 
Ser Was arrested on the charge of murder- 
ing his uncle for his money. After a long 
fight he was convicted and sentenced to the 
tor fmyenl 4 _ ten years. When he came

In 1871 Caspar Moeller’s children were al] 
married and the old man wae lonesome. 
He married Mrs, Tekla Cla ,, a widow, who 
was drawing a pension of §8 per month. 
She had been drawing the pension for three 


years before she was married. After her 
marriage to Moeller she kept right on 
drawing her pension regularly as Mrs. 


Tekla Clay. This continued until December, 
1886, when ehe failed to appear for her 
voucher. The pension examiner investi- 
gated and found that for 16 years she had 


been drawing a pension fraudulently. She 
had died, which was the reason for her 
non-appearance and the discovery of the 
fraud. 


There were several indictments resulting 
from the investigation. Old man Moeller 
was tried, convicted and sentenced to pay 
a fine of $1000. On his refueal to pay he 
was sent to jail until it should be paid, 
He transferred the property to his daugh- 
ter, Mrs Kessler, giving her a deed for it. 
in order that she might go on his bond. 
lie served 4 days in jail and was released, 
The Kesslers had possession of his proper- 
ty and the old man lived with them until 
his death. 

While he lived with the Kesslers he made 
his will, bequeathing them everything. His 
other children rebelled and had the will
